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Colfox safe despite collapse of Jarvis 


THE future of The Sir 
John Colfox School in 
Bridport has been assured 
despite the financial col¬ 
lapse of business giants 
Jarvis who built and man¬ 
age the site. 

Colfox became the first 
private finance initiative 
school in the country in 
1999, but years of finan¬ 
cial concern have come to 
a head. 

Jarvis - best known for 
their work in railway 
maintenance - were re¬ 
portedly on the edge of 
bankruptcy in 2004 but 
avoided collapse. Last 
week they were forced to 
suspend trading and hand 
over running of the busi¬ 
ness to administrators De- 
loitte & Touche LLP. 

The administrators are in 
the process of assessing 
the financial situation of 
Jarvis Pic and its sub¬ 
sidiary Jarvis Accommo¬ 
dation Services Ltd, who 
manage the sports facili¬

ties at Colfox School, as it 
looks to “stabilise the 
business.” 

Despite concerns the ad¬ 
ministrators have agreed 
to continue providing 
their services to the 
school until a buyer for 
the business can be found. 


In a press release issued 
by Jarvis on Thursday of 
last week they said: 
“Jarvis Pic has been im¬ 
pacted by economic con¬ 
ditions generally and, in 
particular, the very con¬ 
siderable reductions in 
rail and plant work vol¬

umes, meaning that trad¬ 
ing conditions have been, 
and continue to be, diffi¬ 
cult. During this period 
the board has been fo¬ 
cussed on improving the 
financial position and the 
long-term viability of the 
company for the benefit of 
all of its stakeholders. 

“However, following 
negotiations with the 
company’s secured 
lenders, it has today be¬ 
come clear that sufficient 
support will not be ex¬ 
tended to the company to 
enable it to continue trad¬ 
ing as a going concern. 

“As a consequence, the 
directors now have no op¬ 
tion but to take steps (to¬ 
gether with the company’s 
secured lenders) to place 
the company, and certain 
of its subsidiaries, into ad¬ 
ministration, and to re¬ 
quest that trading in its 
shares be suspended with 
immediate effect.” 

Nick Edwards, Deloitte 
partner and Joint Admin¬ 
istrator, commented: “Un¬ 
fortunately, Jarvis Pic 
reached a position where a 
substantial funding gap 
meant they were unable to 
continue trading. 

“Our immediate priority 
will be to work with stake¬ 
holders to stabilise the 
business while we identify 
which parts of the busi¬ 


ness we can continue to 
trade and seek buyers for 
as going concerns.” 

A Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil spokesperson said: 
“While we understand 
that Jarvis Pic and Jarvis 
Accommodation Services 
(JAS) have gone into ad¬ 
ministration, we can con¬ 
firm that Jarvis Colfox 
School Services Ltd has 


not been placed in admin¬ 
istration. 

“It will continue to pro¬ 
vide its services, such as 
catering, caretaking and 
ground maintenance at the 
school as normal. 

“However, we are mon¬ 
itoring the situation 
closely to ensure that 
pupils and staff are not af¬ 
fected and have contin¬ 
gency plans in place. 

“Jarvis Colfox School 
Services understand that 
the JAS administrators in¬ 
tend to continue to deliver 
the facilities management 
services to The Sir John 
Colfox School whilst 
seeking a sale of the busi¬ 
ness.”

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BRIDPORT town councillor Keith Day, 64, devel¬ 
oped his interest in local politics after retiring 
from a career in commercial aviation and then 
theNHS. 

Originally from Bristol, Councillor Day visited 
Bridport regularly for almost 20 years before 
eventually making the move with his wife 10- 
years-ago. He was followed shortly by his 
mother who he persuaded to join him on the 
coast. 

Having retired Councillor Day now fills his 
time as an Advisor at Bridport Citizens'Advice 
Bureau and as Chairman of Bridport Conserva¬ 
tives, but he still finds time to walk his dogs. 

Councillor Day was elected onto the town 
council in April last year following a local by- 
election. 


■ YOU were elected as a town councillor a year 
ago, are you finding it rewarding? 

Yes, but it is also so frustrating. There are so many 
things that I would like done to improve our town, but 
cannot because of the limitations of the powers of the 
town council. The council is so dominated by Lib- 
dems that little can be achieved without their agree¬ 
ment. However, I think that I have learned a lot from 
being a councillor and hope to use that knowledge in 
the future. The best thing about being a councillor is 
helping people and serving my fellow citizens. I would 
strongly recommend public service to anyone who 
wants to make a contribution to their community. 

■ WHAT are the most important issues affecting 
Bridport at the moment? 

Employment, education, housing and poverty. They are 
all linked in a vicious circle. Low expectations and 
achievement in education can result in poor job 
prospects, insecure employment and low income. This 
can lead on to acceptance of low quality housing and 
poverty in financial and attainment terms. I would like 
to see Bridport advertised as a place that welcomes 
new business, as well as making it more attractive to 
tourists. An improvement in employment prospects is 
the quickest and most effective way of breaking the 
cycle and helping everyone in this town. 

■ ARE you still pleased you supported the new 
Lidl supermarket? 

Yes, I am. I still believe there will be an overall bene¬ 
ficial effect for the people of Bridport. However, I do 
not like the ugly Travis Perkins building that is cur¬ 
rently under construction, but I was unable to influence 
that proposal. 

I have to add that I am less sympathetic to the Spar 
shop opening in East Street. This shop will have a 
much more far-reaching impact on the town and the 
market than Lidl. 



■ WHY did you choose the Conservative party? 

All politics are compromises. All the main parties have 
some good ideas and I have some sympathy with the 
UKIP attitude to Europe and immigration. However, 
overall I believe the Conservatives have a good balance 
and the right ideas to get us out of the current mess. 

■ WHERE do you see yourself in five years time? 

I hope to be still living in and enjoying our unique 
town. I would like to continue as an advisor at Bridport 
Citizens’ Advice Bureau and if I still have the energy, I 
may consider standing as a district councillor. I want to 
avoid spreading myself so thinly that I cannot do every¬ 
thing well. 
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■ WHERE do you see Bridport in five years time? 

I would like to see a thriving town, with high employ¬ 
ment, decent affordable housing, but still retaining its 
unique and special character. It should be a town that is 
attractive to all ages and tastes. 

I would like to see improved approaches to the town; 
including the roundabouts (Yeovil does it well). A re¬ 
developed South West Quadrant that retains the ‘arti¬ 
san’s area’ and incorporates it into a proper and 
sustainable plan, encouraging visitors to explore the 
town. I would also like to see the railway restored and 
operating. 

At West Bay, I would like to see some in-character 
buildings - not those awful flats. An end to the anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour of some young motorists that causes an¬ 
noyance to visitors and residents, together with a 20 
mph speed limit. I would like to see the Esplanade made 
more appealing with raised flower beds and The Mount 
made into a garden. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

Book - Break No Bones, by Kathy Reichs. A novel 
based on forensics; Film - In The Loop. A political 
satire; CD - The Platinum Collection by Jerry Lee 
Lewis, but only in my car - when I am alone. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a 
dinner party and why? 

Abraham, Jesus and Mohammed. I am most certainly 
not a religious person but I would like them to tell me 
the real truth about their lives, and deaths, and ask them 
to explain why the religions they founded, apparently 
based on acceptance and forgiveness, have caused so 
much loss of life and conflict. 

Getting the correct food for them at a dinner party 
could be tricky though. 

Could I also have Barbara Woodhouse to show me 
how to make our two Yorkies come back every time 
they are called, please?

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Gore Cross still favourite for waste station 


SIX potential sites have 
been shortlisted for Brid- 
port’s Waste Transfer Sta¬ 
tion - but Gore Cross is 
still top of the list. 

The Gore Cross site 
scored highest in the crite¬ 
ria assesment alongside 
sites at Green Lane Nurs¬ 
ery and Miles Cross. Also 
going forward to stage two 
of the process for more de¬ 
tailed assessment are sites 
at Broomhills Farm, Wat- 
ton Farm and an additional 
site at Miles Cross. 

The review comes some 
two and a half years after 
the Dorset County Council 
initially selected a site at 
Gore Cross and the long 
delay now leaves the 
county council having to

apply for a further plan¬ 
ning application extension 
of its own household recy¬ 
cling centre in South 
Street, Bridport. 

Currently the centre only 
has temporary planning 
permission until summer 
2010 but the council is 
now looking to extend that 
for a further three years. 

The current site has been 
deemed not fit for purpose 
as it is undersized and 
causes traffic congestion 
in Bridport town centre. 

Dorset County Council’s 
head of waste manage¬ 
ment Steve Burdis said: 
“We have assessed in the 


region of 40 sites in our 
search to find the most 
suitable location for a 
much needed waste man¬ 
agement facility in Brid¬ 
port. 

“Improving the house¬ 
hold recycling and waste 
transfer facilities in the 
area has been a priority for 
the county council for 
some time, particularly as 
the current HRC site was 
only intended to be a tem¬ 
porary solution. As resi¬ 
dents know, finding a 
suitable site is proving a 
complex issue with no 
simple solution. 

“Throughout the process 
we have made a sincere ef¬ 
fort to keep local people 
informed and involved, 


and as a result additional 
sites suggested by resi¬ 
dents have also been eval¬ 
uated. 

“We will be holding fur¬ 
ther public information 
days before the Stage Two 
review is completed, 
which we expect to be 
published later in the sum¬ 
mer.” 

Following the review 
Dorset County Councillor 
Ronald Coatsworth, who 
has opposed the choice of 
Gore Cross as the new site, 
revealed his reaction. 

He said: “I welcome the 
report as a step forward. It 
is spoilt by being produced 
two and a half years after 
DCC chose land north of 
Gore Cross, with nearly 


£400,000 spent and we 
still have to wait another 
few months for the final, 
definitive report as Stage 
Two of the process. 

“I am particularly 
pleased that the A3 5 sites 
are now included in the as¬ 
sessments and at the 
change of mind of the 
Highways Agency. 

“I have always believed 
that Miles Cross or 
Broomhills would be the 
most suitable sites because 
they are relatively isolated 
and have natural cover 
compared with the very 
open and visible site pro¬ 
posed north of Gore Cross. 

“My hope is that at the 
next stage of this process 
honesty and reality will 


prevail but the truth is that 
the search for the best site 
should have been made 
before the site at Gore 
Cross was chosen: this 
truth was recognised at the 
call to account made late 
last year and which is now 
part of the procedures of 
Dorset County Council. 

“Finally, while the report 
is not conclusive it will 
help to inform and clarify 
the position in the minds 
of the public. DCC wel¬ 
come comments which 
can help with the final 
stage two report and I 
would hope residents will 
respond either directly or 
through the courtesy of the 
local press.”

Marginalising drivers not the answer 


MARGINALISING 
young drivers at West Bay 
as “boy racers” is causing 
more harm than good ac¬ 
cording to a local council¬ 
lor. 

Bridport town and West 
Dorset district councillor 
Karl Wallace believes that 
labelling all the drivers as 
“boy racers” is causing a 
divide and they prefer to 
be called “motoring enthu¬ 
siasts”. 

Councillor Wallace has 
been working to find a so¬ 
lution to the problems 


caused by young drivers at 
West Bay for several 
months, attending several 
public meetings, helping 
get members of the public 
onto the West Bay Steering 
Group and speaking regu¬ 
larly with young drivers. 

As a district councillor 
he was also involved with 
the scheme that led to a 
gate being installed at 
West Bay car park. 

Since the gate was in¬ 
stalled other local resi¬ 
dents have complained 
that rather than solving the 


issue it has just meant that 
drivers are displaced to 
other areas of West Bay. 

Councillor Wallace said: 
“It will always be a prob¬ 
lem until we start to edu¬ 
cate kids from an early age 
to appreciate other peo¬ 
ple’s well being. 

“We need to make sure 
that they realise it is not on 
to go into a housing estate 
late at night and sit outside 
paying loud music until 
the early hours. But I went 
down to West Bay at the 
weekend and once the 


gates closed at 10:30pm I 
didn’t see any cars on the 
Meadowlands estate and I 
just found a couple of cars 
on the esplanade. 

“I think the most impor¬ 
tant thing is not to alienate 
these people, I was down 
there every weekend last 
summer and I know a 
number of the drivers on a 
one to one basis and we 
regularly discuss and chat 
about possible solutions.” 

Councillor Wallace also 
praised the work of local 
police who have been 


working closely with local 
residents to solve the prob¬ 
lem. 

“Last year the police 
worked very hard on this 
and a number of initiatives 
are now in place and work¬ 
ing very well. 

“The police blitzed that 


area last summer and if the 
problem continues I’m 
sure they will do the same 
again this year. 

“It is only a few people 
who are spoiling things for 
the many and we need to 
get the balance right,” he 
added. 


Museum ready for new season 


BRIDPORT Museum opens for 
business this week after a winter of 
feverish fundraising to keep it free 
for visitors. 

With four new exhibitions the mu¬ 
seum will be free to visit this year 
after £3,500 was raised during an 
auction and donations from local 
businesses. 

The doors were opened for the new 
season on Monday, March 29th and 


will stay open on Tuesday, Wednes¬ 
day and Thursday, year round, from 
10am to 1pm and 2pm to 4pm. 

The free community museum was 
also given a “Pride of Place” award. 

Curator Alice Martin said: “It has 
been really good. It’s just a great re¬ 
lief and we are very excited to have 
it all ready to go. I’d also really like 
to thank the businesses who have 
helped. We were really very grateful 


to have their help.” 

A group of 40 volunteers help the 
Bridport Museum Trust caring for a 
large collection of photographs, so¬ 
cial and natural history, geology, tex¬ 
tiles and much more. 

The trust is a registered charity re¬ 
lying heavily on shop sales and do¬ 
nations although they also receive 
grants from both the West Dorset 
District and Bridport Town Councils.

Karl Wallace added: “It is 
so important for the public 
to have their say and for 
the council to listen and I 
am pleased that there will 
be further public consulta¬ 
tion. 

“I wouldn’t like to say 
what I prefer as a site as 
that is now down to the 
public; as a councillor, my 
role is to make sure the 
system is adhered to. 

“What I would say is that 
the county council has not 
got the money for any new 


harder infrastructures so if 
the A35 sites are consid¬ 
ered then the safety of the 
access and egress must be 
looked at.” 

Further public consulta¬ 
tions will now be held be¬ 
fore the six short listed 
locations undergo a more 
in-depth evaluation. 

The county council’s 
cabinet will then make the 
final decision about which 
site will go forward for a 
planning application.

MOTORCYCLISTS across the 
county are once again being of¬ 
fered expert riding advice from 
BikeS afe Dorset. 

BikeSafe Dorset 2010, an educa¬ 
tional initiative for motorcyclists, 
began yesterday and will include 
events at Bournemouth and Poole 
for the first time. 

The initiative, offered by Dorset 
Police and Dorset County Council, 
offers expert riding advice to all 
motorcyclists with a session of 
classroom-based tuition plus a 
practical ride assessment con¬ 
ducted by police motorcycling pro¬ 
fessionals for all riders with bikes 
of 250cc or more. 

BikeSafe Dorset provides a 
chance for motorcyclists to gain 
advice and tips on a range of sub¬ 
jects to make their riding even 
safer - including cornering, posi¬ 
tioning, overtaking, correct use of 
gears and hazard perception. 

PC Chris Smith is the BikeSafe 
Dorset co-ordinator. He said: 
“Once again we are working with 
our local councils to make Dorset’s 
roads safer. 

“This year BikeSafe has even 
more local opportunities open to 
bikers across the county to sharpen 
their riding skills and hopefully 
avoid becoming a statistic. 

“It’s never the wrong time to 


learn a new skill and keep yourself 
safe on the county’s roads. 

“Our local evening theory ses¬ 
sions cost nothing and are open to 
all motorcyclists. They are held lo¬ 
cally across Dorset and riders can 
just turn up to see what BikeSafe 
is all about. There is then an option 
to attend one of our on road assess¬ 
ment dates which are held near to 
our headquarters. 

“It takes just a few hours and 
could teach you something that 
might save your life one day.” 

The BikeSafe Dorset theory ses¬ 
sion is free to attend and the sec¬ 
ond part of the course - the 
assessed practical ride - is offered 
at a subsidised rate of £40. 

Participants must complete both 
parts in order to fully complete the 
BikeSafe Dorset course and be is¬ 
sued a certificate.

The practical sessions commence 
from the Winfrith Technology 
Centre, just outside the village of 
Wool.

Thirty years in the job and still happy 


DESPITE all the problems over 
the past few years that have beset 
local shops with post offices at¬ 
tached, Martin Legg, owner of 
Morcombelake’s Post Office, still 
has a cheery smile on his face and 
can also offer to ease your aches 
and pains. 

Martin and his wife Gill celebrate 
30 years of providing their service 
to the village and surrounding 
community today.

Martin took over the business 
from Maureen Garrett on March 
31st 1980, and soon built up the 
trade supplying everything a vil¬ 
lage shop should do for the resi¬ 
dents of Morcombelake, Ryall and 
Whitchurch Canonicorum. 

He married Gill in 1993 and be¬ 
tween them supplemented their in¬ 
come with a variety of jobs. 


“I used to have a very successful 
window cleaning business but had 
to give it up through ill health,” 
said Martin. 

“I then became quite interested in 
remedial and therapeutic massage, 
so studied for it and qualified in 
2001. It has proved quite success¬ 
ful and business is good.” 

The government’s determination 
to close down post offices has had 
a devastating effect on local com¬ 
munities and the drawn out saga as 
to which businesses would be 
closed has been a worry for the 
couple. 

Fortunately Morcombelake was 
not one of those finally chosen for 
the axe but it was an anxious time 
waiting for the news. 

“The worry of not knowing 
which ones were going to be 
closed has been huge. It went on 
for several years with axing differ¬ 
ent services of the business and of¬ 
fering alternative ways such as 
through the internet; it has been a 
very stressful time,” Martin said. 

To some people owning a village 
store and PO is seen as the ideal re¬ 
tirement job, but they both work 
long hours. 

Martin still delivers papers 
around the area, and is up at 5am 
to take delivery of milk and bread 
and put the papers up for his round. 

He travels around 100 miles a 
week delivering the papers as well 
as the additional groceries that 
people have forgotten. 

“I estimate I have done around 


150,000 miles on my paper round. 

I might not be the oldest paperboy 
in the world, but I expect I am one 
of the most travelled.” 

Martin is also quick to dispel the 
myth that everything is cheaper in 
the supermarkets. 

“You would be surprised at how 
expensive some things are in the 
supermarket, and that you can ac¬ 
tually buy it cheaper in our shop. 

“Yes, they all use loss leaders to 
get people in the shop, but you’d 
be surprised how expensive some

colleagues from Nacro, 
YOU Trust (West Rivers 
House) and Connexions, 
this initiative has already 
begun to make a differ¬ 
ence to the lives of some 
of the most disadvan¬ 
taged young people in 
the area.

What she and Kelly had 
done was tell the youth 
service the way it was; 
“Charlotte’s kicked us up 
the backside and got us 
doing things we would 
never have thought of 
doing!” Arthur said. 


They certainly con¬ 
vinced the fund’s admin¬ 
istrators, because they 
were awarded the entire 
amount they had asked

New fish ladder project 
finally gets underway

A 12 YEAR campaign to 
improve the opportunity 
for migrating sea fish to 
spawn in two of Brid- 
port’s rivers has finally 
been successful with the 
installation of a fish lad¬ 
der at Jessop’s Weir. 

The ladder, the first of a 
number to be built on the 
rivers Asker and Brit, has 
been the wish of the 
Friends of Rivers Trust 
and in particular Captain 
John Hughes, but whilst 
it has been on the govern¬ 
ment’s environment 
agency list of projects it 
has only been possible 
because of a recent EU 
directive that funds have 
been made available for 
work to start. 

Unfortunately Captain 
Hughes would never see 
the result of his cam¬ 
paigning as he died last 
summer. 

Previously it was diffi¬ 
cult for fish to negotiate 
the Crump Weir design 
near Jessop’s Avenue off 
Sea Road North, Brid- 
port; restricting the num¬ 
ber of migrating sea fish, 
particularly salmon and 
trout, to get upstream to 
spawn. 

With species of salmon 
and eels under threat it is 
hoped that this scheme 
will help to increase the 
number of fish. 

The project which is ex¬ 
pected to include other 
areas on the two rivers in¬ 
volved the introduction 
of 8” (200mm) baffles (or 
steps) down the flat slope 
of one side of the weir 
which is 15 metres long 
and drops around two 
metres from top to bot¬ 
tom. 

Slots on the baffles are 
staggered across the 
width or face of the river. 

Project leader Roger 
Genge, Environment 
Agency technical officer 
for the Fisheries Recre¬ 
ation and Biodiversity 
Group said: “We have 
been working with the 
Friends of Rivers Trust 
on this project but it had¬ 
n’t been possible to start 
before because there was 
no funding. 

“However a new Euro¬ 
pean Water Framework 
Directive which came 
into force in 2000 meant 
that we were finally able 
to start planning some of 
this work which has 
taken the Environment 
Agency up to four years 
to plan. 

“The object is to recre¬ 
ate a fish passage for mi¬ 
grating sea fish, mainly 
sea trout and salmon, 
along the Brit/Askers 


catchment. 

“The staggered slots 
form a zig-zag formation 
under which each baffle 
creates a vortex or wall 
of water 8-10” (200- 
250mm) deep which the 
fish swim up.” 

An eel pass has been 
built on the slope of the 
other side of the weir. 
This involves a system of 
large and small bristles to 
allow both adult eels and 
elvers to swim upstream 
by weaving in and out of 
the bristles, much like 
driving a car along a line 
of cones. 

Mr Genge added: 
“Both salmon and eel 
numbers have dropped 
considerably and both 
fish are under threat, so 
this hopefully will help 
increase their chances 
here in Bridport.” 

The work was carried 
out by engineers from the 
Environment Agency 
depot in Blandford and 
was completed in 10 
days. 

Roger Guppy for the 
Friends of River Trust, 
who has been on site 


watching the work for a 
lot of the time, said: “It is 
great to see our idea 
come to fruition, and at 
last we have what is the 
first stage of the project 
completed. 


“We are extremely 
grateful to the Environ¬ 
ment Agency for their 
cooperation and I have 
been extremely im¬ 
pressed by the standard 
of the engineers work 


and the result. It is just a 
pity that Captain Hughes 
is not around to see it. 

“Hopefully we will see 
a lot more fish being able 
to get upstream to spawn 
in the future.”

Payne jug stirs family history 


OUR recent story with regards to 
the auction of a rare jug with con¬ 
nections to the Payne family in 
Chideock has led to a call from 
Tony Payne who claims, with his 
sons, to be the last direct descen¬ 
ded carrying the family name. 

Tony contacted the View From 
after reading our story about the 
jug which was sold recently at 
Duke’s Auctioneers in Dorchester, 
and whilst unable to throw any 
light on Sarah Payne’s lineage was 
able to build a picture of the fam¬ 
ily.

The inscription on the jug re¬ 
ferred to a Sarah Payne, the date 
December 6th, 1813 and 
Chideock, Dorset, and is believed 
to have been made in Sunderland. 

Tony (79) lives at Trinity Hill, 
Axminster and is descended from 
one of Sarah’s four brothers, 
William, who is his great grandfa¬ 
ther. She had three other brothers, 
John, Hugh and Richard. 

William had a son Charles who 
by coincidence married Clara, a 
widow, who had been married to a 
man also by the name of Payne, 
and they had two sons Arthur 
(Tony’s dad) and Albert. 

Arthur in turn married Marjorie 
and they produced a son, Tony and 
his sister Rhoda. 

“My grandfather Charles farmed 
Hell Farm in North Chideock on 
the Weld estate. They lived in a 
cottage in Ruin’s Lane off Main 
Street with my father (Arthur) and 
Albert.” 

The house is still in the family 
which is now owned by Rhoda. 

“Apparently my father and Albert 
were known as the ‘Payne’s from 
Hell’ because they were always at 
the farm! 

My father went to Chideock 
school and received medals for 
never having missed a whole day 
through illness or being late - 


something he was very proud of. 
He left school at 14 and by the time 
he was 18-years-old was manager 
of Bradfords, which stood on the 
site of what will soon be Lidl’s in 
St Andrew’s Road, next to the rail¬ 
way station. 

“Just before being promoted he 
was called up for the last few 
months of World War I, but re¬ 
turned, was made manager and 
worked there for 40 years. He died 
in 1978 aged 78. 

“I was born in Victoria Grove, 
Bridport, but we moved to a house 
in Burton Road when I was quite 
young,” said Tony. 

My sister Rhoda (Cowley) who 
is six years younger than me, still 
lives in the house.” 

Tony moved to Trinity Hill with 
his wife of almost 50 years, 
Heather, two years ago; they cele¬ 
brate their Golden Wedding an¬ 
niversary on August 8th. 

For many years he was sports di¬ 
rector at Thames Valley University. 
A talented footballer, he gave it up 
part way through a three year 
teaching job in Jamaica to play 
hockey, and represented the coun¬ 
try during his time on the island. 

They have a daughter and two 
sons who will carry the family 
name forward. 

Besides Tony we have also heard 
from Mary Payne, who with her 
late husband Peter ran a photogra¬ 
phy business. They were well 


known around Bridport and West 
Dorset from the 1960s until Peter’s 
death in 1991, particularly as press 
photographers for the local news¬ 
papers. 

She was able to tell us that her 
husband Peter is descended from 
Richard, another of Sarah’s broth¬ 
ers. He had a son also called 
Richard who had four children, 
Florence, Elsie, Frances and an¬ 
other Richard, who was Peter’s fa¬ 


ther. Peter also had two sisters, 
Joan, now dead, and Eileen Ray¬ 
mond who is still alive and living 
in Charmouth. 

Elsie had a son, Dick Shute, who 
in turn had three children who are 
still living. 

Finally many of our readers will 
for sure remember Dorothy Payne 
and her daughter Diana (Di) who 
married Reg Clapp. 

Dorothy (nee Christmas) married 


Albert Payne and used to work at 
Gundry’s as it was then, now Am- 
Safe Bridport. She also taught 
shorthand to many budding secre¬ 
taries in the area. 

Di was secretary to one of the 
Gundry’s directors Len Parker in 
the 60s and early 70s (Len was 
also chairman of Bridport Football 
Club), and like her mother worked 
at the company for all her working 
life.

THE empty Woolworths 
building, which has stood 
empty on Bridport's high 
street for over a year, was re¬ 
opened as a Spar Store last 
week. 

Woolworths closed its 
doors on January 6th 2009 
and has remained empty 
ever since. 

After an issue with the elec¬ 
trical supply initially stalled 
plans, Appleby Westward, 
the regional distribution 
company for SPAR conven¬ 
ience stores in the South 
West, completed the lease 
on the building in Novem¬ 
ber. 

Mayor Martin Ray opened 
the new store on Friday 
morning of last week, in front 
of a large crowd of shoppers 
who were eagerly waiting to 
get inside. 

Mayor Martin Ray said: "I'm 
pleased the shop's open be¬ 
cause when it was boarded 
up as Woolworths it was 
scruffy and people were 
using it for fly posting. 

"I hope this will attract 
more people into the town 
so they can use the good 


local shops, which are really 
excellent. 

"Wherever people park 
they have got to walk past 
several local shops to get to 
this place so I hope those 
shops benefit. I hope this will 
be good for business for 
everyone." 

Paul Asensio, head of retail 
stores for Appleby Westward 
said: "We have created a 
colourful and vibrant store to 
meet the needs of Bridport 
shoppers. We believe we 
have created something spe¬ 
cial for customers, aimed at 
making the whole shopping 
experience fun." 

As well as a full range of 
convenience grocery prod¬ 
ucts, the store will incorpo¬ 
rate chilled meat, a wide 
range of chilled beers, wines 
and spirits, a fresh fruit and 
vegetable island and a food- 
to-go section including seat¬ 
ing and a breakfast bar area 
at the front of the store. 

There will be a fresh coffee 
offer, hot food ready to go 
and a selection of cakes, pas¬ 
tries and sandwiches. 

John Pattison, managing

Japanese exchange 
still flourishing 


NOW IN its thirteenth year, Brid- 
port’s Japanese Exchange pro¬ 
gramme with their partners, the 
Koyamadai Educational Founda¬ 
tion of Tokyo, continues to flour¬ 
ish. 

Last summer saw six youngsters 
from Japan living with their part¬ 
ners and their families in Bridport. 
This year, six young people from 
Bridport, led by local councillor 
and youth worker, Phil Lathey, will 
be received into the homes of their 
friends in Tokyo for a three week 
stay. 

“We have a way to go yet with 
our fund-raising,” commented the 
exchange’s founder and coordina¬ 
tor, Arthur Woodgate. 

“Young people coming on to the 
programme commit to a two year 
programme, in which raising the 
funding to make it all possible is a 
major feature. 

“Of course it also serves to bind 
the group closely; quite useful 
when you’ll be travelling half-way 
round the world together.” 

With Mr Woodgate’s retirement 
from the County Youth Service, 
the exchange programme is now 
organised through an independent 
new group, Bridport Koyamadai, 
which comes under the umbrella of 
registered charity BYPAT (Brid¬ 
port Young Persons Action Trust), 


initiated by Mr Woodgate over six¬ 
teen years ago. 

“The youth service has been very 
understanding and supportive,” 
said Mr Woodgate. 

“It’s recognised that international 
exchanges like this are usually the 
first things to disappear when 
there’s a change of personnel. 

“They are largely based on per¬ 
sonal contacts and, frankly, a great 
deal of work is needed to keep 
things going. Nobody, least of all 
me, was prepared to see this end; 
it’s meant too much to too many 
people. 

“So Bridport Koyamadai was 
formed, much to the delight of our 
friends in Tokyo,” added Mr 
Woodgate. 

In addition to Mr Lathey, who 
has previously led two groups to 
Japan, the new organisation in¬ 
cludes Debbie Gale, who has also 
led a group, Andrew “Tosh” Blake, 
who was a member of a group sev¬ 
eral years ago, and Zoe Be vis, 
member of a group not so many 
years ago. There are also two par¬ 
ent representatives, Josie Beaton 
and Jo Rider-Dobson. 

Mr Woodgate praised parents for 
their excellent support of the pro¬ 
gramme and confirmed that An¬ 
drew Blake, youth worker and now 
Dorset County Council’s youth li¬ 


brarian, would be leading the 
2011-12 programme. 

“Unusually,” he explained, “we 
have already had a number of ap¬ 
plicants for the next programme. 
We think this is partly because of 
the high profile we enjoyed last 
summer, when we introduced the 
Hiroshima Commemorative event 
(to be held next in August 2011, 
when members of the community 
will be invited to join in), and were 
also able to take part in the carnival 
and torchlight procession, which 
the Japanese absolutely loved.” 

An intensive fund-raising pro¬ 
gramme is now underway, with the 
group bag packing at the Co-op on 
Saturday, April 3rd. 

They will also be doing face¬ 
painting and running their popular 
coconut shy at various events, in¬ 
cluding the Charter Fair on Satur¬ 
day, July 3rd. 

Roller discos at the youth centre 
will also continue, with dates to be 
advertised through local schools. 

Although there have been a num¬ 
ber of applications for the 2011-12 
programme, there are still places 
available.

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MP fears cider tax will 
hit Dorset businesses 


A HUGE 10 per cent tax 
increase on West Coun¬ 
try favourite cider has 
been dubbed “mis¬ 
judged” by West Dorset 
MP Oliver Letwin who 
fears that the rise could 
have a negative affect on 
Dorset businesses. 

Chancellor of the Ex¬ 
chequer Alistair Darling 
claimed the increase was 
to bring cider in line with 
wine, beer and spirits, 
who only suffered a one 
per cent tax increase, but 
it has also been sug¬ 
gested that the increase 
in cider duty would re¬ 
duce the number of peo¬ 
ple abusing high-strength 
alcoholic drinks. 

West Dorset MP Oliver 
Letwin feels that the tax 
is unfair on cider makers 
and apple growers across 
the county. 

He said: “I don’t think 
it is very well judged. 
There does need to be a 
rise in duty for super 
strength ciders used in 
binge drinking but this 
version that the chancel¬ 
lor has come up with also 
clobbers the perfectly or¬ 
dinary ciders which are 
not used for binge drink¬ 
ing. 


“The problem is if you 
don’t distinguish you are 
unlikely to have an affect 
on binge drinking be¬ 
cause people will just 
simply pay a little bit 
more. 

“What we want to do is 
to tilt people in the direc¬ 
tion of the lower strength 
ciders. 

“I think this will partic¬ 
ularly affect the specialist 
local producers around 
the West Country and 
also the local apple 
growers who supply the 
cider makers.” 

The Stable Cider House 
in Bridport is home to 46 
types of cider and owner 
Richard Cooper has 
vowed not to put his 
prices up despite the tax 
hike. 

“We feel that it’s a very 
important product for the 
whole of the West Coun¬ 
try and the Stable is what 
we regard as a cathedral 
of cider. 

“We are going to take it 
on the chin and not pass 
that added cost onto the 
customer because we 
value our suppliers and 
the great work that they 
do and we don’t want 


this to interfere with the 
great job that they do. 

“We have always 
known there is going to 
be a catch up situation 
because cider has been 
lacking behind wine and 
beer so it doesn’t come 
as a massive surprise but 
it is a massive increase in 
comparison, more than 
anybody expected. 

“I think there are 
deeper and bigger social 
problems around under¬ 
age and binge drinking 
and we as a business 
never offer drink deals in 
general. 

“The lion’s share of the 
problem actually comes 
from people buying at off 
licences and drinking at 
home and so to penalise 
the license trade I think is 
very unfair.” 

Penny Whatmoor of the 
Mill House Cider Mu¬ 
seum in Dorchester is 
concerned about the ef¬ 
fect the tax increase may 
have. 

“I do find the large in¬ 
crease in duty disap¬ 
pointing. I feel it is an 
easy target for the gov¬ 
ernment to raise rev¬ 
enue,” she said. 


“A lot of the ciders we 
retail are made by very 
small producers that are 
not affected by duty, but 
we will have to pass on 
the price increase from 
our bigger suppliers. 

“In the last few years 
cider has become a much 
more mainstream and 
fashionable drink, with a 
huge range of interesting 
varieties that appeal to 
people from all walks of 
life and all ages. 

“It is all these people 
who will be affected by 
the increase, not just the 
very small minority who 
will binge on any type of 


alcohol, whether cider, 
lager, vodka, or anything 
else. 

“I very much hope that 
the popularity of cider 
will not be too affected.” 

Since the announce¬ 
ment last Wednesday, a 
“Leave our cider alone” 
Facebook campaign 
group has already at¬ 
tracted 50,000 support¬ 
ers. 

• A SEPARATE cam¬ 
paign is also running to 
get West Country music 
legends The Wurzels to 
number one with their hit 
“I Am A Cider Drinker”. 


Crimestoppers poster success 

DORSET Crimestoppers is encouraging people to 
report crimes anonymously after a recent campaign 
led to arrests in Weymouth. 

Dorset Police worked with Dorset Crimestoppers 
to create and distribute posters across Weymouth 
and Portland encouraging the public to anonymously 
report any information that they might have about 
drug dealers - particularly heroin dealers - in the 
area. The posters sparked several public calls to 
Crimestoppers, leading to two arrests relating to al¬ 
leged drug dealing in Weymouth.

Dorset holiday 
parks to ask: 
'How did we do?' 


HOLIDAYMAKERS to Dorset will 
have the chance to pass judgement on 
the holiday parks they visit this year - 
thanks to a national appraisal scheme 
set up with the help of a Bridport park 
owner. 

Martin Cox of Highlands End Holi¬ 
day Park is chairman of the working 
party set up to develop the scheme by 
the park industry's body BH&HPA 
(British Holiday & Home Parks Asso¬ 
ciation). 

Special feedback questionnaires ap¬ 
pearing on park websites and in print 
will allow guests to rate their stay, and 
to say what they felt about the stan¬ 
dards on offer. 

Their views - on everything from 
park lighting to the quality of the pool 
- will be used to help create a national 
blueprint for the perfect park holiday 
experience. 

Martin said: “Holiday parks are very 
important to the economy of rural and 
coastal areas such as Dorset, and the 
scheme’s aim is to give parks a better 
focus on what their customer’s value 
most,” he commented. 

"I hope that Dorset park owners and 
managers will help lead the way by 
adopting the scheme as it is ultimately 
their businesses and the region as a 
whole which will benefit,” he added. 


As well as being able to see how 
they measure up against UK averages, 
Dorset parks will be able to pick up on 
their own guests’ special likes and dis¬ 
likes. 

Martin says that BH&HPA, of which 
he is a former national chairman, pre¬ 
dicts that around 80 million nights will 
be spent on holiday parks in 2010. 

The year-on-year increase in num¬ 
bers, he believes, suggests that the in¬ 
dustry is measuring up to consumers’ 
expectations, but he hopes that the 
new feedback system will allow parks 
to fine-tune their product for the 
guests they attract, and to remedy any¬ 
thing which guests feel needs atten¬ 
tion. 

Completing the form should take no 
more than ten minutes, and guests will 
be able to opt-in to a £1,000 cash draw 
which will take place later this year. 

The survey can be completed anony¬ 
mously, but there is an opportunity for 
holidaymakers to provide contact de¬ 
tails if they would like a response 
from the park to their comments. 

Nearly 3,000 UK parks in member¬ 
ship of BH&HPA are able to offer the 
feedback facility to guests, and will 
publicise the form on their websites 
and in literature.

Questions to ask your roofing contractor 

1. Are you a registered Trade Member? 

We recommend that your contractor be registered in 
a national trade association, such as the NFRC. 

2. Does the company carry insurance? 

Workers compensation and liability insurance to be 
specific. If a worker is hurt and the roofing contractor 
does not have insurance the homeowner is liable. Ask 
to have current certificates sent to you. Do not accept 
the roofing contractor at their word. They may carry 
health, life and car insurance. Bland assurances of in¬ 
surance coverage may refer to these. (Does your 
roofer's insurance cover him if he is not qualified)? 

3. What is the company's workmanship warranty? 
Some warranties are for one year, some are longer. 

The length of a roofing contractors warranty is not 
really as important as customer referrals. Most work¬ 
manship errors will be found within the first year, prob¬ 
ably the first good storm. The reason this question 
is important is most roofing contractors will warranty 
the workmanship, and the manufacturer will warranty 
the product as long as it is installed correctly. Make 
sure you understand warranties. 

4. Does your roofer carry out risk assessments and 
method statements for each job by a qualified site su¬ 
pervisor? What is a risk assessment? 

A. Identify the hazard. 

B. Decide who might be harmed and how. 

C. Evaluate the risk and decide on precautions 

D. Record your findings and record them 

E. Review your assessment and update if necessary 

5. Is your roofer trained to work at heights? 

Does your roofer have an NVQ or are trained/ap¬ 
proved in the job to be carried out? 

How do I choose a roofing contractor? 

One of the best places to start looking is in the NFRC 
(National Federation of Roofing Contractors) Directory, 
which lists proven property professionals from all over 
the UK. Always make sure the roofing contractor you 
hire is registered. 

Weeding out the cowboys, or how to spot a dishonest 
contractor. 

It is every homeowner's nightmare. Hiring a contrac¬ 
tor that seemed capable on first impression, only to 
have them make a mess of your beautiful home 
through lack of skill! Luckily, your best protection 
against this disappointment is good old-fashioned 
word of mouth. Ask friends, family or neighbours for 



recommendations (or warnings!) regarding local con¬ 
tractors. Ask them if the work was completed to sched¬ 
ule and within budget. Also, you can ask the 
prospective contractor for a portfolio of references and 
photos of their work. Any good contractor will be 
happy to show you these. If they're not, it's probably 
best to look elsewhere. 

What to look out for 

•Commonly used 'sales pitches': Anything that sounds 
too good to be true usually is. Be especially aware of 
very low initial estimates. 

•Door knockers: never hire a contractor who offers their 
services door to door. 

•Pointing out fictional problems: View descriptions of 
awful or very complicated problems with suspicion. If 
you can't easily find out about it online, it's probably not 
true. 

•"It's urgent!": Undue stress of this point is always a bad 
sign. An honest contractor will not pressure you into 
making a decision. 

Pricing and costs 

Pricing for roofing jobs depends on the extent and 
complexity of the job and on the materials used. For 
example, imported slate is very expensive, but locally 
sourced slate can be more economical, and manufac¬ 
tured slating, like fibre cement, can be cheaper still. No 
matter which roofing material you choose, always con¬ 
sider written quotes (never verbal!) before settling on 
a roofing contractor. Most professionals will produce a 
quote within 2 or 3 days.

“I remember cooking 
with my mum. She was 
at home everyday and 
she cooked and cooked 
and cooked. That was 
my memory of her, put¬ 
ting family meals on the 
table. She didn’t bake a 
great deal but cooking 
was huge and we learnt 
to cook meals for our¬ 
selves at a very young 
age, certainly much 
younger than health and 
safety would feel was 
appropriate,” she joked. 

“Whether my girls 
show an interest or an 
aptitude I don’t know, 
but even as a basic skill, 
cooking is something I 
think they should have. 

“I do think in this day 
and age being able to 
make a nutritious meal is 
one of the basic core 
skills everybody should 
have and unfortunately 
not everybody does have 
it. At least if my children 
have it I’ll feel I’ve 
achieved something. 

“I don’t buy any pre 
packed food. In the main 
it is things I’ve made 
from scratch, it’s health¬ 
ier, it has less salt, less 
fat, it tastes twice as 
good and it means they 
know what real food 
tastes like. If they’re 


very good they might get 
a cupcake when they 
come home from 
school.” 

Having decided upon 
her business Marianna 
soon found her first, and 
most loyal client, Steve 
Attrill of The Hive 
Beach Cafe in Burton 
Bradstock. 

Eighteen-months down 
the line Marianna still 
provides cakes to the 
cafe and her popularity 
has seen her build up a 
list of private clients. 

“The business is devel¬ 
oping slowly and we 
need to keep it under 
control because I don’t 
want to put in so much 
time that I don’t have 
time for my children,” 
she said. 

“It’s work and a hobby 
all rolled into one and it 
is something that when 
the girls are older I can 
step up, which I quite in¬ 
tend to do and use the 
foundation I have got to 
make a proper business 
out of it.” 

Marianna is currently 
in the process of moving 
house from which she 
hopes to offer cookery 
courses in the future. 
When her children are a 
bit older Marianna hopes 


to start running small 
cookery courses offering 
casual chefs advice on 
cooking for children, 
low fat food and food for 
entertaining among 
other topics. 

At first adapting to 
country life was a little 
difficult for Marianna 
but she is now more than 
happy to be living life on 
Bridport time. 

“It took some adjust¬ 
ment but in a really nice 
way. It was a nice lesson 
to learn that life doesn’t 
have to be lived at that 
sort of pace, with your 
blinkers on. You can ac¬ 
tually stop and enjoy it 
and make a life for your¬ 
self and that is what it’s 
all about,” she said. 

“I don’t miss city life at 
all, I haven’t been back 
since and I have no in¬ 
tention of going back. 
I’d rather go to the beach 
than go to London. 

“I’m really glad I had 
that time because it’s 
made me appreciate 
what I have here and I 
think I might have been 
restless not knowing 
what else was available 
so I think it all happened 
at the right time.” 

A childhood spent 
cooking with her mum 


in the kitchen almost 
definitely laid the foun¬ 
dations for Marianna’s 
career, but that is a nos¬ 
talgic memory that she 
would like to keep in the 
past. 

Her mum still lives in 
Kent but with a flat in 
Bridport where she may 
one day move to cast an 
eye over her daughter’s 
work. 

“I think she is raising 
her eyebrows in aston¬ 
ishment that I can make 
a living out of cooking 
cakes, she thinks it is 
just utterly bizarre that it 
is something that some¬ 
one can make a living 
out of and fairly bizarre 
that I would want to do 
it,” she said. 

“Luckily for me she is 
not as sprightly as she 
was 10-years-ago so she 
won’t be taking over in 
the kitchen but she 
might come and knit in 
the corner and offer me 
advice. 

“I thi nk she’d like to be 
involved but probably 
just coming in and hav¬ 
ing a taste and then tak¬ 
ing cakes out to the girls 
and pretending she made 
them.”

B uilt in 1635, this 
Grade II listed 
building is one of 
the oldest in the town 
and was the Abbot's res¬ 
idence. It has been a tea 
room since 1902 and has 
been superbly and sym¬ 
pathetically renovated 
by the current owners, 
Derek and Deborah Dai¬ 
ley, including the refur¬ 
bishment of the old gas 
lamps which still work. 

They also found a copy 
of the Abbot's Bible with 
a 15th century cover 
over a 12th century 
manuscript, lodged up 
the main chimney. 

Derek is a chef and pre¬ 
pares most of the food 
which he tries to source 
from local farms and 
producers in the coun¬ 
try. All of the cakes and 
scones are baked fresh 
every morning, and they 
serve good, hearty 
breakfasts from 7.30am 
to 10.00am. 

As well as the tradi¬ 
tional 'cream teas'there 
is always homemade 
soup of the day, a wide 
selection of sandwiches 
and hot baguettes and a 
daily'specials' board.

Tea and history anyone? 


T he Duke of Mon¬ 
mouth landed at Lyme 
Regis on the 11th June 
1685 to challenge King 
James' claim to the throne, 
following the death of 
Charles II. He assembled an 
army in excess of 3000 men 
and marched to Sedge- 
moor in Somerset. 

He was defeated by the 
King's army in less than a 
month. Around 1300 were 
taken prisoner. Five Judges 
came to Dorchester with 
the infamous Judge Jef¬ 
freys, whose reputation was 
that of the'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685, 312 
cases were heard in the 
Oakroom at the rear of the 
Antelope Hotel; of these 
292 were sentenced to 
death. Only 74 were exe¬ 
cuted, with 175 trans¬ 
ported, 9 were fined or 
whipped and 54 were dis¬ 
charged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having 
his eye on promotion - was 
later made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and 
William of Orange landed in 
Torbay, Jeffreys was cap¬ 



tures and imprisoned in the 
Tower of London. He died in 
1689 while awaiting trial, 
probably of natural causes. 
Rumours at the time said he 
has been poisoned while in 
theTower and that his body 
had been returned to 
Dorchester and walled up 
in the Courtroom - now the 
Oakroom. 

This 17th Century Oak 
panelled room has been 
carefully restored to main¬ 
tain its character and origi¬ 
nal features. 

Today it is called The Oak¬ 
room and is a delightful tea¬

How old is too old 
for the club scene? 


LAST week I want clubbing; something I don't do all that often these days. 
Now approaching my mid-30s, most of my friends have better things to 
do (like bringing up their children, for starters) whilst even I'm usually 
more inclined to curl up with a hot chocolate and retire to bed rather than 
staying up to the small hours. 

The last time I set foot in a club was June '09, when I found myself in 
Queenstown - New Zealand's number one party town and the world cap¬ 
ital of extreme sports. This is a place strictly for "cool dudes," so quite what 
I was doing there I'm not sure! 

I was the oldest person in this particular club - the name of which es¬ 
capes me - by about ten years. I barely recognised a tune all evening and 
spent the night trying to work out why so many clubbers were sporting 
woolly ski hats when a) we were inside and b) it was boiling hot. I never 
did work that one out, but I did decide that this would be the last time I'd 
go clubbing. I'm just too old for it these days, I thought. 

There might be a few of you out there - dare I say it - even older than 
me, that think going to clubs like Flares and Reflex (that specialise in play¬ 
ing tunes from the Seventies and Eighties respectively) still counts. Sorry, 
they don't; they're just too naff to be included as proper clubs! 

Anyway, I digress. A month or so ago a mate of mine down in Southamp¬ 
ton asked if I was up for catching a DJ set by Peter Hook. Now Hooky, as 
us Joy Division / New Order fans like to call him, has been more than busy 
since leaving the group back in 2006. Originally he said the band had split, 
but the rest of New Order carried on without him changing their name to 
Bad Lieutenant in the process (probably to keep Hooky's lawyers at bay). 

First off, Hooky wrote a book on his adventures (but more misadven¬ 
tures) as co-owner of Manchester's legendary nightclub, The Hacienda, 
which was open from 1982 to 1997. 

'How Not To Run A Club' is a fantastic read that anyone with the slightest 
interest in the"Madchester"/ acid house scene won't be able to put down. 
It will also leave you even more gobsmacked on hearing the the news that 
since publishing said book, Hooky's only gone and opened another club 

- FAC251 The Factory - which is named after his old record label. Talk 
about not learning your lesson! 

Peter has two bands on the go - The Light and supergroup Freebass 
(comprising solely of bass players) - and also has a forthcoming tour 
where he'll be giving a talk, followed by a Q&A session hosted by Howard 
Marks. 

When he does have a spare five minutes - and that can't be very often - 
Hooky can often be found DJing in nightclubs around the UK. An article 
on whether or not DJing really is an art form in itself can be saved for a 
rainy day (although I can assure you it is). But Hooky's set was no example 
of mind-blowing turntabling skills - it was all about giving the crowd what 
they wanted. 

By the time he hit the stage at The Soul Cellar in Southampton, most of 
the crowd (of a very mixed age group, I hasten to add... I wasn't the oldest 

- hoorah!) knew what they wanted to hear. 

Hooky delivered, with every other track being a New Order or Joy Divi¬ 
sion number - with many a cool remix along the way - and plenty of great 
tunes by other artists along the way. 

Proving Hooky bears no grudge to former band mate Bernard Sumner, 
he even played one of Barney's tunes that he recorded with The Chemical 
Brothers a few years back (although I didn't hear any Bad Lieutenant!). 

I always thought being in a band playing your own songs to an audience 
that loves'em must be the best job in the world. I still do. But just turning 
up with a couple of decks and a laptop - rather than a bunch of people 
and a load of instruments - playing your own tunes and your favourites 
by other artists? Well, that certainly doesn't sound a bad shout, does it? 

For those purists who want to be impressed by cutting edge DJ skills 
when they go clubbing, I'd say it's not how you play it but what you play. 
Hooky's setlist was dancefloor heaven. And he's 54. Perhaps I'm not too 
old to go clubbing after all?

Tabloid reports suggested that theTV show could be scrapped for 2010 if there 
is a hung parliament. 

The BBC have already delayed the series, which usually begins in March, due to 
Lord Alan Sugar's position within the Labour Party. In order to maintain political 
impartiality the corporation decided to delay broadcasting until November. 

But as polls predict that neither of the two major parties will win an outright 
majority in this year's general election, speculation is rife that the show will be 
rescheduled again. 

A source told The Sun: "The Apprentice lasts for three months so it will prove 
very hard to find a slot for it this year if there is a hung Parliament." 

A BBC spokesperson denied the claims, saying: "It's all speculation. We've filmed 
a series but scheduling decisions haven't been made. The date for the general 
election hasn't even been announced." 

BLIND Date legend Cilia Black has revealed that she could be set to make a guest 
appearance in Coronation Street. 

The TV presenter told how she has been approached by Coronation Street 
bosses in the past, but turned them down. 

Cilia told the Daily Mirror: "They have asked me to join the show. It's not their first 
approach - they have asked me several times. I love Corrie, but I keep saying no. 

"I couldn't cope with all the hours they do, they work them like dogs. It's really 
hard work. 

"I'd love to do more acting. It would be nice to do a cameo, but even Ian McK¬ 
ellen worked long hours when he did it for a while. If the role was right, I would 
do a one-off thing." 

But it doesn't look like Cilia's cameo is going to happen anytime soon. 

A Corrie insider was quoted as saying: "No approach has been made for Cilia to 
appear in the show. 

"Cilia's far too recognisable as Cilia Black. Corrie isn't a show that has people ap¬ 
pearing as themselves." 

ENGLAND'S World Cup games were 
split by TV bosses yesterday after 
weeks of negotiation. 

ITV1 will screen England's first two 
group games, the first against the USA 
on Saturday, June 12th at 7.30pm, and 
the second against Algeria on Friday, 

June 18th at 7.30pm. 

England's final group game against 
Slovenia will air on Wednesday, June 
23rd at 3pm on BBC1 .The BBC will also 
broadcast the team's first two knock-out matches, should they progress that far. 
If England reach the semi-final, the match will be simulcast live by both broad¬ 
casters. 

The final on Sunday, July 11th in Johannesburg will also be screened on both 
BBC1 and ITV1, regardless of which teams make it that far. 

ITV controller of sport Niall Sloane said: "We're delighted that ITV will kick off 
coverage of this summer's World Cup and that England's two opening games will 
be shown live on ITV1 in peak time. 

"There is no bigger event on UKtelevision or online than the World Cup and ITV 
will be at the heart of the action from the first kick through to the final whistle." 

BBC head of TV sport Philip Bernie added: "The BBC are very happy with how 
the TV split of matches for the World Cup has been resolved. 

"The BBC has some of the most appetising of the group fixtures, and will be 
showing live every England match from their final group game onwards, so we 
hope to be with them for a long and successful campaign. 

"The BBC will aim again to capture the very best of the biggest event of the year 
across all its outlets." Both channels will also stream the games they are showing 
live online.
